word—it is izſpired. And my firſt 
proof is, G—d cternally d-—n him, 
as Lord Peter ſaid, (and as fo many 
other Lords ſay in their hearts) who 

ſays any thing to the contrary. 
An inſpired writer has as many 
prerogatives as a King of England ; 
and more than as many Blackſtones 
to adore them. He has as many 
lives as 4 cat, and as good a knack 
at falling upon his lege. He is as 
ihppery as an el. Lou may cut 
him in ſlices, or turn him inſide out, 
like a Stocking or a Peolzype. His 
gizzard is as callous as that of 
Mithridates, and his hide as impe- 
netrable as that of the Sox of Peleus. 
IIe'll take as many colors as the 
Camelron. 
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Cameleon. He is as nimble as 
Proteus: if you demoliſh him in 
one ſhape, he gets up again in an. 
other. His blood is as fruitful as 
the Hydra's: if you lop off one 
head of defence, up ftarts ſeven 
others in the room of 1t—it they 
look oppoſite ways, hike thoſe of 
the Spread Eagle; OT pull oppoſe 
ways, like thoſe of the Amphif- 
bena, no matter—they all hits 
and ſpit at you with cqual fury. 
They will bite and beflaver che an- 
other, perhaps, as much as you but 

that's nenher here nor there. 
Inſpiration, in ſhort, is a ſhield 
againſt all arrows; and a ſcreen 
againſt all eyes, Charity never co- 
vered 
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vered a greater multitude of fins, 
than inſpiration will of abſurdities. 
Conſidering therefore the many 
= convenicnces in it, it cannot be won- 
dered at, with ſuch fair prerenfions 
as my Author will be found to have, 
it (notwithſtanding all his excellen- 
I cics) I chuſe that he ſhould have 
becn inſpired. Indeed it ſeems pretty 


generally agreed, thet if there be 
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ſuch a thing as an inſpired writer in 
his age, it is he: ſome ſav, of any 
age; and be, I'll warrant him, in 
the number. 


* 


When a hiſtory is ipſpired, it may 
be (in part or altogether) unintel- 
ligible, contradictory, cither to un- 


queſtioned 
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queſtioned hiſtory, to itſelf, or to 
common ſenſe. In all or any of 
theſe caſes, one of four things 1s 
plain: cither what is ſaid is literally 
true, and to a tittle, in ſpite of every 
thing; or it is a prophecy by anti- 
cipation; or it is an allegory: or, 
when the worſt comes to the worſt, 
it is an interpolation. On theſe four 
wheels an inſpired work rides trium- 
phantly over all objections. Theſe 
properties, on the other hand, may 
be made to ferve as fo many proofs 
of inſpiration—An inſpired work has 
them, and if a work has them it is 
infprred—at leaft, it's clear they can 
never Hurt it. If an infpired work 
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is unintelligible, to much the better: 
by having none, it has all ſorts of 
ſenſes. You may make any thing 
you want of it; to uſe a word of 
Lord Bacon's, it is a polychreſt : 
whereas, had it but one ſenſe, and 
that a plain one, you muſt have 
taken it for better for worſe; as you 
can have no more of a cat than her 
kin: which might have been in— 
convenient. 

If it jars apainſt other hiſtories, 
which on any other occaſion would 
have paſſed for unqueſtionable, 10 
much the better: it corrects them, 
and the point of hiſtory you gain by 
this means, is jo much got into the 


C bargain 
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bargain for the ſatisfaction of the 


curious. Tt an event in it happens 
to come acrois any thing that 15 
ſtubborn, as a planet or ſo in its re— 
volutions ; it's either natural, and 
then it runs bang againſt the planet, 
and makes it go as it ought to do; 
or it is ſupernatural, and chen as it 
has nothing to do with planets—it 
ſalutes it, and ſheers off. Accord- 
ingly, if you ſce a planet go on as 
at the 
ſame time that you know of a little 


it nothing had happened, 


incident having vone on a Crots di- 
rection to it; ou may be ſure the 
incident is {opernatural, otherwiſe 
they muil have fallen foul of one 


another. 
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another. 'Tis from this hint the in- 
genious Mr, Ferguſon, of Bolt-Court, 
Fleet-Strect, has made a touchſtone 
for inſpiration out of his Orrery, 

it two paſſages, in an inſpired 
book, jar againſt one another, there 
ire two ways of going to work 
You either make them thake hands 
as well as you can, or kick one of 
them out of doors: which accord-

ingly you find to have been an in- 
ter polation, 

Interpolations however, though 
's neceflary they ſhould march 
when they have done their buſineſs, 
are of uſe in a book, upon occaſion, 
while they are there, Aſk Dean 
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Prideaux elſc-—There's nothing like 
them, he aſſures vs, for ““ illuſtrat- 
ing, connecting, and compleating“ 
things in ſhort, for making them 
ce plain and intelligible+” and ſatis- 
factory to the people.” As for 
telling them, that what you put in 
an old book is out of your own head, 
that's of yo uſe-—it's Heir bufinets 
to find 1t out, 

Take “ the holy ſcriptures” for 
inſtance, © Thar there are ſuch 


e interpolations,” ſays he 4, is

Arguments of this torce there is no 
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If it don't ſuit you, that a fact 
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ſhould be an zuter polation 5 you may 
nave it a prophecy by anticipation. 
Indeed this is the beſt of the two 
in many reſpects ; that is when vou 
can get it: which you cannot al- 
ways; as the fact, at ſometime or 


other, 
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other, (though at any time you will) 
muſt have been true. This I have 
fatd is veſt: becauſe you not only 
ſtave off an 6&jeion but get a proofe 
You pet ® prophecy, winch, you arc 
ſure, has been accompliſhed, By 
this means, an anachroniſm that 
would deſtroy the credit of an un- 
inſpired work, ſerves only to confirm 
that of an inſpired one. It mounts 
alotr, and becomes a prophecy. 
There is x name for this, as there is 
for every thing that's curious. 
They call it a Prolephis; a finc 
Greek word, which ſignifies, in

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piain Engliſh, what I have been 
ſaying : And who can ſtand againſt 
1 word that's made out of ſo fine a 
language as the Greek ? 

When a Prophet had a mind to 
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ell people what was 7 happen, and 
no body be the witer for it: the way 
we ſee, that is one way, was to ſpeak 
of 1t as if it Had happened already: 
which paſſed off very well, provided 
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no body was minding what he ſaid. 
His ſport then, was to laugh in his 
{leeve, to think how he had let the 
cat out of the bag, and got her ſtill. 
"Twas thus that a man was ſeen 
with his throat cut, upon an altar, 
ſome torty or fifty years before it 


d hap- 
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happened. The man's name was 
accordingly told, with the particu- 
lars; © and you, gentlemen,” (ſaid 
the Prophet to a great crowd he was 
tall ing to) “ if you remember, were 
the people that did it.“ As it 
was a thing of no conſequence, they 
did not make him any anſwer, nor 
trouble their heads about it: but 
that was none of his fault—nothing 
could be more open or above board 
nothing could be more generous 
—the man had warning enough 
given him to make off, or the deuce 
is in it, if he thought proper, and 
they to keep their hands off : at the 
fame time that it would be but ge- 
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nerous, on their parts, to take no 
notice. And ſo it happened: 90 
notice was taken of it: and ſo one 
of them wrote and publiſhed it in 
an inſpired book, for fear they ſhould 
forget it, The man ftaid in fown 
and went to the altar; and ay, 
that is their Grand- children, cut his 
throat for him accordingly. And 
o the prophecy was fulfilled. 
Contradiction is another proof of 
inſpiration in a work. Contradic- 
tion, indeed, between two paſlages, 
in a work that pafles for the ſame 
man's, muſt be got rid of, I have 
ſhewn how. But contradiction be- 
tween the works of t:0 men is quite 
2 different affair. 
d 2 When 
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When two wricers, both inſp.zcd, 
that is,/both infallible, that is, both 
{peaxing from the ſame prompter 
who is infallible ('tis all the fame :) 
when two ſuch writers, I fay, con- 
radict one another point blank, tis 
a plain ſign that what both of them 
lay is true: (as is well remarked by 
I don't know who, and 1 don't 
know who beſides, and the reſt of 
them.) For 'tis plain they did not 
Write in concert; nor was one of 
them the cepyiſt of the other: fo 

that you get 7wo witneſſes inſte ad of 
one; and both equally unexception- 
able. *Tis plain too (by the bye) 
that neither of thera knew what the

ther was about: [if he knew what 
he was about himſelf ] which is al- 
ogether natural in perſons of the 
ame club, engaged in the fame 
projects, eternally talking of the 
ame things, and riſking their lives 
every minute for the good of the 
fame cauſe. 

As to the particular things there- 
fore, in which they contracic? one 
another, the inſpiration is out of all 
doubt. And it mult be the ſame as 
to what "they agree about: for, if 
they were miſtaken in one thing, 
hey might in another; which would 
make ſuch a piece of wark with the 
«hole ſyſtem, there is no thinking 


of. 
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ot. It were to be withed our hiſ- 
tory had been furniſhed with ſome 
of this fort of proots : but in this 
tablunary world (fo at leaſt it may 
be thought) we muſt take things as 
we find them, not as we would Ha 
them. As to genealogies, for in- 
tance, there is but one that I have 


been able to diſcover in my book 


and the deuce a bit of any contradie- 
tion can I find in it. However, 
ſhould it be thought neceſſary „Iwill 
look a little ſharper againſt a next 
edition, and tee whether I can't 
muſter up another. In matters of 
this fort, every now and then, it is 
but ſetting hard to work, and fan- 


cying 
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eying a thing would be very con- 
venent for you, and you get it: 'tis 
ne way, they ſay, that mountains 


are removed by faith. Tis not yet 


perfectly ſettled, which of the two 


is eaſieſt; to remove mountains by 
faith, or to find a paſlage in a book 
which is not there. Burt all the 
world 1s agreed, that nothing is ca- 
fier, if a man can write, than to wake 
: book, or a part of a book, in which 
ne may find what ſuits him. A man 
ants no muſtard- ſeed for this; but 
only a few grams of aſſurance, an 
uncritical age, a convenient obſcu- 
run, and a devoted ſet of readers. 

As to Allegory, I don't recolle& 
at preſent, what.uſe there is in an 


„ 


inſpired 
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inſpired work being allegorical ; 
unleſs where you think it in danger 
of being too amuſing ; as we are apt 
to be unaccountably diſfident of wha: 
pleates us *. In this cate indecq. 
zou may throw a vert of allegory 
over it to ſubtiliſe it, and carry 1 
aloft above the ſhafts of the cri- 
tics, as Venus threw a cloud over het 
ton, to deliver him from the impor- 
zunities of his antagoniſt. With ſo 
many, and ſuch all- ſufficient de- 
fences beſides, you can never be ſaid 
to be abſolutely in want of it: and 
it is but a defence after all: for ]

'* Hons?” That's for him to look 
t0,—[t there aro any ſuch pretiy 
things in it as I have been talking 
of, he'll know what to think of 
them, TI ſha*r't be at the pains of 
gunting them out for him. The 
euce is in't if here won't be preface 
enough for him, without repeating 


e the 
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the beſt part of the book over again. 
The buſineſs is not to make peo— 
ple read,” as Monteſquicu ſays 
(and as people every other week put 
mtatheir title pages) “ but to make 
them hink'-— I mean upon pro- 
per - ſubjeEs: for Dr. Blackſtone 
ſeems to think , as far as he allows 
hunſelf to think, it's the worſt trick 
2 man can get when he reads lato: 
For which reaſon he has done all he 
Can to break us of it. 

As for the Morality of the piece 
Il did not know that I ſhould have
